“Child Poisoned | 


A distressing accident took place 
on Monday evening at the home of 
Mrand Mrs L. C. Peterson, south of 
town, near the Bow River, when 
their infant son Edward drank car- 
bolic acid by mistake, and died next 
morning.

Everything possible was done by 
administration of emetics, etc., to 
save the child’s life, and Dr Salmon 
was summoned from Langdon, but 
it was of no avail, and the boy died 
next morning. 

Much sympathy is being express- 
ed for Mr and Mrs Peterson in their 
sudden and sad _ bereavement. 
The funeral took place on Wecnes- 
day to Strathmore Cemetery.

According to a Montreal despatch 


to the Toronto Globe no industry in 
Quebec shows such phenomenal 
growth as the pulp and paper trade. 
It {8 only, however, within the past 
three or four years that this industry 
got upon its feet and received any 
attention from the business world. 
Previous to that time all the big mills 
on the continent were located south 
of the border, and the smaller Can- 
adian mills operating in a less re- 
munerative field, were unable to make 
much headway. Careless methods ot 
cutting and the heavy demands made 
upon the American forests practically 
exhausted their available supplies of 


pulpwood and they turned to Canada. 
For years / .erican millowners were 
allowed to take out pulpwood from 
Quebec witiout let or hindrance. 
Some two three years ago Sir 


Lomer Gouin put into force a measure 
prohibiting the exportation of pulp- 
wood cut from Crown lands, which 
proved to be th» beginning of the won- 


derful expans of this industry, 
American manu‘acturers, knowing that 
they could no. get pulpwood from 


Quebec Crown lands crossed the bor- 
der, bought up limits and located their 
mills on this side of the line. In one 
year following the passing o7 the mea- 
sure no less than nineteen pulp, paper 
and lumber companies were incorpor- 
ated in Quebec, with a total capitaliza- 
tion of $41,709,000. This capital came 
largely from the United States, Great 


Britain and France, although Can- 
adians contributed a considerable 
amount. Last year several of the 
newly-incorporated milis eommenced 


production, while during 1913 a large 
number of others will commence ac- 
tive manufacturing. 

A gratifying feature of the statis: 
tics in regard to the consumption of 
pulpwood shows Curing the past year 
a total of 1,246,910 cords of pulpwood 
cut In Canada, 866,042 of which wer 
manufactured into pulp in Canad‘a 
mills, while $80,866 cords ex 
ported in the raw or unmanufactured 
state. The total cut for-ivl2 shows 
an increase of 21% per cent. 
figures for 1911, while the increase in 
the manufacture of pulpwood in Can 
ada amounted to nearly 29 per cent., 
as compared with en increase in our 
exports of raw pulpwood of less than 
17 per cent. 

The importance of the pulp and 
paper industry to Canada is shown by

Tudor Man’s Experi- 
ence In Mexico 


SIX MONTHS EN PRISON 


LE#? WITH NOTHING BUT) 


His CLOTHES 


With this week's Tudor notes 
we have received avery interest- 
ing account of the experience of a 
local man, Mr Colwin Brown, 
who lett here last January with 
the intention of settling in Mexico, 
From the account he seems to 
have run a great risk of becom- 
ing a permanent settler via the 
underground route, but after six 
months spent in prison with his 
steptath rhe was able to get away 
and now that he is back again 1n 
Alberta to tell the tale, he is pre- 
pared to hold up his hand and 
swear ‘never again’ to Mexico, 
In these peaceful days experiences 
like Mr Brown's are rare, and the 
following account, sent in by our 
Tudor correspondent, will there- 
fore be read with much _ interest: 


Mr Colwin Brown, who 
formerly employed by Mr Harvey 
Kessler, and who left here last 
January for Mexico with his step. 
father, has just returned after a 
very harrowing experience in 
that unfortunate country, He 
arrived there the latter part of 
January and found a beautiful 
country with a rich black soil, 
crops of all kinds coming up even 
at that time of the year The 
country looked like a paradise 
but he was not to be permitted 
to pluck the fruit which seem- 
ed to be there for the gathering, 
On the 2nd of March 
insurrectos appeared at the r nch 
house. Without explanation of any 
sort he with his stepfather and 
partner were advised to come 
along with the band. They were 
takento Juarez and without any 
charge being preferred against 
them, or any reason given for 
the action they were thrown into 
jail. From that time until the 27th 
of August they were confined. 
At no time was any reason given 


for their incarceration. The 
prison consisted of four adobe 
walls about nine feet high. 


There was no shelter of any 
sort not even a board or stick in 


the enclosure. Along with about

the time one government of Mexi- 
co was ready to consider their 
case a new government was in 
possession so that nothing was 
done. Finally the service of a 
lawyer from San Francisco, were 
secured, at the cost of $10,000, 
who after several months effort 
them relief. Although 
they owned 325 head of horses 
and hai spent& large sum of 
money in improvements on there 
land, they lost no time in leaving 


lthe country, leaving everything 


they possessed aside from the 
clothes they wore. They con- 


|sider themselves lucky to have

gotten away with their lives. 
After this experience Alberta 
looks good to Mr Brown and he 
expects to remain here for some 
timeto come. Mr Brown reports 
hat the country is ideal for 
stock and slso general farming, 
avery rich soil with plenty of 
rain. Horses weighing 1000 to 
1200 Ibs can be bought for $10 
to $15 per head, Cattle, how- 
ever, are high considering the 
quality. They are mostly of the 
oldtime Texas long horn breed 
After his experiences there Mr 
Brown feels that the only solution 
ot the Mexican question is for the 
Statey to [send over enough 
soldiers to wipe out the Mexi- 
cans absolutely} and give this 
rich couutry over to people cap- 
able and willing to develope it

What Good Would American Markets 
Have Been to Canada This 
Past Year? 


Winnipeg wheat prices have been 
as much as ten cents a bushel above 
the Minneapolis quotations for the 
same grade of grain. Either there is 
a glut of wheat on the United States 
market, and, therefore, no market for 
Canadian wheat there, or Minneapolis 
cannot hold a candle to Winnipeg as 
a transfer market to the ultimate 
European consumer. In truth, there 
is an admixture of both conditions. 
There is assuredly no market for Can- 
adian wheat for consumption in the 
United States. The country exports 
too much of its own wheat to permit 
of that. And, with absolute equality 
at the European port of entry, there 
is a big advantage in favor of Canada 
as the point of exit. Reciprocity 
would not have mended our market, 
but marred it. 

During 1911-12 a revival of United 
States exports of wheat and wheat as 
flour took place, which has continued 
into the year just closing. A year ago 
these amounted to 79,691,404 bushels, 
and for the ten months to date this 
crop year they have totalled 121,000,000 
bushels. Assuming that the last two 
months of this year will witness pro- 
portional exports, the total for the 
year will be about 145,000,000 bushels. 
This is considerably heavier than any 
year since 1907-08. The trade has yet 
to learn what 1913-14 will bring, and 
it promises to break all records and 
to make the United States less than 
ever a market for Canadian wheat. 

Commenting upon the proposal in 
the United States Senate to free-list 
Canadian wheat, The 8t. Paul Pioneer 
Press of May 28th said: “The Ameri- 
can millers do not want the duty on 
wheat. The American farmer does 
not need it. Despite the efforts made 
by some politicians to convince him 
that they are doing him a favor by 
insisting on protection, the farmer 
will not worry about competition with 
wheat that was selling in Winnipeg 
yesterday at 97%c while the high 
point in Minneapolis yesterday was 
91\%c.” For a year past Western 
Canadian wheat prices have generally 
ruled higher than Western American 
wheat prices, and this year ‘he United 
States is going to have an avalanche 
of wheat for export. 


PULP AND PAPER 


An Industry Which Has Grown Rapid- 
ly In Canada 


According to the Toronto~Globe, up 
to three or four years ago the pulp 
and paper industry of Quebec re- 
ceived little attention from the busi- 
ness world. Previous to that time all 
the big mills on the continent were 
located south of the border, and the 
smaller Canadian mills operating in a 
less remunerative field, were unable 
to make much headway. Careless 
methods of cutting and the heavy de- 
mands made upon the American 
forests practically exhausted thelr 
available supplies of pulpwood and 
they turned to Canada, For years 
American millowners were allowed to 
take out pulpwood from Quebec 
without let or hindrance. Some two 
or three years ago Sir Lomer Gouin 
put into force a measure prohibiting 
the exportation of pulpwood cut from 
Crown lands, which proved to be the 
beginning of the wonderful expansion 
of this industry. American manufac- 
turers, knowing that they could 
not get pulpwood from Quebec 
crogsed the border, bought up limits 
and located their mills on this side 
of the line. In one year following the 
passing of the measure no ‘ess than 
nineteen pulp, paper and lumber com- 
panies were incorporated in Que 
bec, with a total capitalization of 
$41,709,000. This capital came largely 
from the United States, Great Britain 
and France, although Canadians con- 
tributed a considerable amount. Last 
year several of the newly-tncorporated 
mills commenced production, while 
during 1913 a large number of others 
will commence active manufacturing. 

Of 1,846,910 cords of pulpwood 
cut in Canada during the past 
year, 866,042 cords were manu- 
factured into pulp in Canadian 
mills, while 980,866 cords were ex- 
ported in the raw or unmannufactured 
state. The total cut for 1912 shows 
an increase of 21% per cent. over the 
figures for 1911, while the increase in 
the manufacture of pulpwood in Can- 
ada amounted to nearly 29 per cent., 
as compared with an increase in our 
exports of raw pulpwood of less than 
17 per cent. 

The importance of the pulp and 
paper industry to this country is shown 
by the fact that there are now 85 pulp 
and paper mills in Canada and New- 
foundland, of which 83 are located in 
Canada.

FINANCES 

The report of the finance commit- 
tee was submitted by Mr W. G. 
Way. It stated that their late 
secretary, Mr J. W. Mercer, was 
responsible tor deficiency of about 
$700. He was pleased to be able to 
state, however, that since his re- 
signation, through business they 
had done in binder twiae, etc , they 
vere now in a position where they 
could pay all accounts owing to 
outside parties, and have a balance 
on hand. The accounts owing to 
outside parties, so tar as they had 
been sent in, amounted to $236. 
There would not be anything to 
pay the members of the Union who 
had been defrauded by Mercer, but 
at some future time, when the Co- 
Operative Society got work ng well, 
they might be able to do it. They 
were under a moral obligation, 
however, to pay the outside debts 
which had been contracted by 
Mercer. 

A resolution was put forward and 
passed unanimously to pay the out- 
side bills, 

A letter from a gentleman living 
in London, England, dealing with 
the Mercer case, was read, 


FLAX TWINE INDUSTRY 


A letter read from a gentleman 
residing in Great Falls, Montane, 
stated that be had the intention of 
starting up a factory for the manu- 
ture of binder twine from flax straw 
in Canada, and had been directed 
to Strathmore by a former resident 
of the district. He intended to 
come here this winter, and would 
like the Union to procure for him 
some samples of flax straw, and 
seid them to Great Falls, and also 
to store about 100 Ibs, which he 
could see when he came here. 

The matter was discussed, and it 
was agreed that the establishment 
of an industry of this kind would be 
of great benefit to the district. 
Nearly all the flax in the district 


had been threshed, but arrange- 
ments were made with Mr Bose- 
mans, vorth of town, who had 


still some uncut flax, to pull about 

110 lbs as samples, 

DELEGATE TO DRY-FARMING 
CONGRESS 

It was unanimously agreed that 
ths Union appoint Mrs John A. 
Mackenzie as their delegate to the 
Dry Farming Congress to be held 
at Tulsa, Oklahoma, next week. 

AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY 

It was agreed te bring the matter 

of the formation of an agricultural 
society before the members at next 
meeting, and also to write the 
Government in regard to the grant 
usually given to such societies, 
It was telt that nothing could be 
done in the matter of having a fair 
this year, but that it would be well 
to start on the preliminary work 
for a fair next year. 

Mr Sly said that there was 
already an agricultural society in 
existence here, and they had some 
funds in the bank, but they had 
done nothing towards getting up a 
fair. 

CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETY 

In answer to a question, it was 
stated that the formation of the 
Co-Operative Trading Coy was 
only waiting the return of the 
papers from the Registrar at 
Edmonton, 


ELECTION OF GENERAL 
OFFICERS 

2 Mr H. R. Wooster proposed the 
following motion, which was sec- 
onded aud carried, with regard to 
the appointment of officebearers 
and directors at the annual Con- 
ventions of the U.F.A.; “That 
voting for the election of the 
executive and board of directors 
of the United Farmers of Alberta 
be done as the last business trans- 
action of the annual Convention, so 
as tuo be enable delegates better to 
judge whem to choose.” It was 
agreed to ask the General Secre- 
tary to forthwith have it inserted in 
the Grain’Growers Guide, 

President Sorensen said they 
had little idea of the stir this mo- 
tion would make at the Convention. 
He was of the opinion that if the 
delegates to the Convention had the 
opportunity of listening to the var- 
ious speakers throughout the Con- 
vention, they would make a better 
choice than by having the election 
at the opening of the Convention.
